Reaches Beginnings of Independence, Owns 
Home and Keeps Head Up, Says Moises Saenz

CHICAGO, July $—From white cal- 
ico to blue overalls, from sandals to 
shoes, from straw sombrero to cap 
—these are the signs that. Mexican 
laborers, in the larger.centers at 
least, have emerged from serfdom to 
the beginnings of independence in 
the last 15 years, Moises Saénz, Sub- 
Secretary of Education of Mexico, 
told the Institute of Politics being 
held at the University of Chicago. 

Mr.. Saenz, in common with the 
other Harris Foundation lecturers 
here for the institute, is making & 
plea for more faith in Mexico’s prole- 
tariat. ' 

The labor movement, as led by the 
Mexican Federation of Labor, called 
the C. R. O. M., is encoaraged by the 
Government because the state is “in- 
terested in the formation of a strong 
and enlightened proletariat,” Mr. 
Saenz declared. Apprehension lest 
stich a labor movement lead to Com- 
munism is unfounded, he held, say- 


ing: | 
Think Labor Element Safe 


“Politicians cause trouble every- 
where. Labor politicians will be no 
exception. Apart from this, I have 
little fear of the labor element é¢ver 
becoming a factor of disorder in the 
public life of Mexico. I am not being 
cynical when I say that Mexican so- 
ciety is too dislocated already to be 
Seriously affected by a new disloca- 
tion. What I mean is that the very 
fact of our social disorganization can 
be a check for social disorder of a 
predominant type. We -could not 
submit to the tyranny of labor. Fur- 
thermore, the concept of power vest- 
ed in a central government is too in- 
grained into our national conscious- 
ness to allow Bolshevik rule.” 

Depicting 25 years of progress in 
Mexico, Mr. Saenz. described leavor 
at the beginning of this century as 
suffering from a system that had “e'! 
of feudalism’s crimes and none of «ts 
virtues.” The landlord, the church 
and the political boss were the own- 
ers of land and life, he said. Today, 
while the average Mexican laborer is 
not yet receiving sufficient to meet 
“the most elementary needs of civil- 
ized man” the picture is one. the 
whole cheering. 

Worker's Position Improves 


“The workingman, having a sense 
of security and strength, is taking a 
more dignified participation in life 
than was the case in 1910,” the Mex- 
ican visitor dec , Saying further: 

“Amusement and relaxation are 
possible not only on the condition of 

anced budgét, but also on that 
ofa ced mente] attitude. Fifteen 
yeats ‘ago, the beautiful park of Cha- 
sultepec was the privilege of the so- 
cial etite—its' lawns and meadows 
were never trampled by the féet of 
weary people. 

“Today, Chapultepec is deémo- 
cratic. Of a Sunday, thousands and 
thousands of people—so many of 
them jn overalls—play on the grass, 
eat their lunches under the trees, 
read ‘the paper. The fashionable 
promenade is no more. 

“And not’ only in the parks, in 
‘every vacant lot “everywhere, one 
sees the working people at play, ré- 
laxing and happy. This is perhaps 
the best sign that life for the prole- 
, tariat is being a ‘littie kinder. Under 
dts caresses we may yet. bring the 
serf back to the state of manhood.

in a very definite way.” 

Women’s Influence Felt 

‘Women, although just beginning to 
organize, are éxerting an influence 
good in the Méxicah labor move- 
ment, Mr. Saenz reported. 

“Women seem to have a finer sense 


of social responsibility than men.” 
hé said. “It is not strange, there- 
for good in the Mexican labor. move- 
Mexico, even in these days of their 
small beginnings, strike at once on | 
the path of social reform and social | 
uplift. ! 

“Generous souls that are, they have 
not been as Joud as their brothers 
in crying for. their own rights or in’ 
denouncing their own. wrongs. 
Rather, they have seen the need of | 
the social group as a whole, and 
the social evil in its-entirety, and 
valiantiy Wave started on that noble 
crusade for social betterment for 
which women's: organizations have 
enlisted the world over.” 

For future s, Mexican la- 
bor, now very largely unskilled, must 
turn to self-improvement, the speaker 
concluded, saying: 

“Thus far, the working men, see- 
ing their need and the justice of 
their demand for betterment, have 
resorted, to the method of forcing 
their employers to raise salaries. The 
time is coming when the laborer must 
realize that he has to increase his 
earning capacity in order to further 
increase his pay.”

LONDON, July § (4)-—The United 
States, under leadership of the great 
packing firms, is engaged in a trade 
war with Great Britain to control 
the world’s meat supply in ‘order to 
compensate for steadily decreasing 
home production, in the opinion of 
the London Daily Mail.

COLLEGES CHARGED 
WITH WASTING TIME 


Dr. Zook Says Classifying of 
Students Is Necessary 


AKRON, 0. (Special Correspond- 
ence)—"American colleges and uni- 
versities are illogical organizations 
which waste at least a year of each 
student's time because of failure to 


classify the students according to 


their abilities,” says Dr. George F. 
Zook, president of the Municipal 
University of Akron. 

“Boys and girls from all walks of 
life and of every variety of intelli- 
gence are being admitted without 
proper classification of the course to 
be pursued,” he asserts. “We do a 
bad job of lumping them together. 

“A survey made in the Massachu- 
setts schools showed that only 40 
per cent of the students. who in- 
tended to attend college were likely 
to succeed if they should attend.” 

Dr. Zook explained to the students 
of the university’s summer school, to 
whom he spoke of the need for clas- 
sification, that it is the duty of the 
secondary schools to induce those 


who have the ability to do coNege

Actor Must Act, 
Government Says 


Merely Saying “AU Right” in 


a Play Not Enough—Alien’s 
Writ Dismissed 
Special from Monitor Bureau 

WASHINGTON— If an alien claims 
special privileges and immaunitie< on 
the grounds that he is an he 
must prove that he can act, is the 
stand taken by United States officials. 

One such alien, Salvatore Puglisi, 
brought a writ of habeas corpus be- 
cause of his being denied admission 
by the immigration authorities on 
the grounds that his representations 
that he was an actor were not justi- 


fied. 

The United States District Court of 
the Southern District of New York 
has dismissed the writ, the Depart- 
ment of Justice is advised. 

“It is tmpossible to see wherein 
the board of specia) inquiry . was 
unfair on the hearing granted the 
alien.” said the judge, adding, “For 
an actor of 11 years’ experience 


_ his testimony before the board was 
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gent declared that “such conduct has 
but ome tendency—to sap the vitals 
of our Government, of our country.” 

The speech constituted one of the 
most vigorous criticisms of violators 
of prohibition and other laws made 
by the Attorney-Genera!, who has 
shown considerable concern over 
this situation in recent addresses. He 
coupled with it an appeal that the 
Federal Govermment be relieved of 
further proposals for ex‘ension of its 
authority. 

Declaring that disrespect of the 
law was “more threatening to the 
Nation and its institutions than any 
European Nation ever was,” he con- 
tinued:

| SCHOOLS ADOPT 
CODE OF ETHICS 
IN ADVERTISING 


Business Teachers’ Meeting 
Opposes ' “Guaranteeing 
Jobs” to Students 


Special from Monitor Bureau 
CHICAGO, July $9 — To promote 


*. higher standards and to eliminate 


any tendency toward abuses, a code 
of ethics, containing a statement of 
. recommended advertising practice, 
was adopted here at a meeting of 
presidents or other executives of 33 
of the outstanding commercial 
schools of the United States. 

Meeting at the invitation of the 
National Better Business Bureau, 
these men adopted. a code suggested 
. by the bureau, which is a braneh of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs ot 
the World. Twelve advertising agen- 
cies that promote publicity for some 
of.these schools had representatives 
at the conference, which is regarded 
here as an important achievement of 
the National Better Business Bureau, 
_ According to the chairman of the 
meeting, B. L. Shinn, resident coun- 
sel in New York City of the National 
Better Business Bureau, those pres- 
ent represented 75 per cent of the 
financial stretigth of the Nation's 
commercial schools, giving resident 
instruction or conducting courses by 
2orrespondence. 

Truthful Statements Urged 

Some of the ideals to actuate 
writers of advertising for these 
schools and which are to influence 
future practices follow: 

“Inspirational copy can be written 
which will induce the ambitious to 
better their incomes through home 
study without holding forth salaries 
that only the very exceptional can 
win.” 

An example given for illustration 
was that,.“if competent and é¢xperi- 
enced . accountants .command an 
average of $100 a week, schools 
should not advertise ‘earn $250 a 
week as an accountant!” 

“Uncomplimentary reference to 
- competitive courses stir up resent- 
ment and invites publication of coun- 
ter-claims. It creates suspicion, 
rather than confidence. 

“Disguising a school as a plant, 
factory, association, shop or other 
establishment is unwarranted camou- 
flage which tears down good will for 
advertised education. 

“‘Help Wanted’ columns of news- 
papers serve as a medium for bring- 
ing together those who seek either 
employees or employers. It is not a 
fair classification for an offer of in- 
struction by correspondence. 

- Not All the “Best” 


“Every school cannot be the ‘best,’ 
the ‘greatest,’ the ‘largest,’ or the 
‘oldest.’ Those believing ‘est’ ad- 
vertising productive should make it 
clearly known that their blurbs are 
based on opinions rather than facts. 

“To promise the prospect help in 
securing a job upon graduation, and 
to perform it is sound merchandis- 
ing. But to guarantee jobs is willful 
misrepresentation. _

Before the War 30,000 Were Absorbed in 
America; Now Only Some 3073 May Go

PRAGUE (Special Correspond- 
ence)—Emigration of Czechoslovaks, 
together with the possibflities of 


colonization both within and without 
this country, are to be considered by 
an Inter-Ministerial Emigration 
Committee just constituted under 
the chairmanship of the Minister of 
Social Welfare, Pan Schiese}. 

The problem centers mainly about 
the Province of Slovakia. Dr. 
Winter, who recently retired 
Minister of Social Welfare, pointed | 
out to a representative of The 
Christian «Science Monitor that the | 
severity of the United States Immi- | 
gration Law was working great 
hardships on the Slovaks, America 
will receive yearly only 3073 Czecho- | 
slovak citizens, whereas 30.000 to. 
40,000 applications a year reach the | 
Czech Government from those who | 
wish to go to America. Before the 
war it was possible for 30,000 to be | 
absorbed yearly by the United States. | 


Government Representatives 
The new emigration committee set 
up here will have as members rep-| 
réesentatives of the Ministries of | 


Health, Agriculture, Commerce. Ed- | 
ucation and Social Welfare—all of | 
which state departments are bound 
to have the closest affiliations with | 
the Province of Slovakia. The Slo- | 
vaks are nearly all farmers and they | 
are practically all Roman Catholics. | 
The Czech Government, on the other | 
hand, has been by a large majority | 
non-Catholic. Then the Slovaks | 
have &mplained of commercial dis- 
advantages, which the Government | 
must now carefully investigate if it | 
elects to court Slovak votes in the | 
National Assembly. ; 

It is probable that the emigration 
committee will discuss many more 
phases of emigration than appear on 
the surface. Whether or not it is 
possible to find fresh territories 
where 30,000 Czechoslovaks can be 
unloaded yearly is not at all so im- 
portant as that the pacification of the 
Slovak anti-Czech feeling should be 
accomplished.

struction at Bhayndar, within a few 
miles of Bombay, will be one of the 


_ largest railway bridges in India. It 


crosses Bhayndar Creek, and is be- 
constructed by the Bombay, 
India Railway. 
The bridge is in two parts, the south 
and north bridge, these being con- 
nected by a narrow island in the 
middie of the creek. The south 
bridge is more than three-quarters 
of a mile in length and has 69 spans.

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Some Champions of Poetry

Athens, mother and lover of a noble 
literature, the foundations of poetry 
did. not pass unchallenged; for even 
the idealistic Plato was chary of ad- 
mitting poets into his Utopia. The 
first half-of the reign of Elizabeth in 
England was still more a time when 
poetry, and especially that part 
which the stage claimed, was called 
upon to defend her rightful place. 
The spread of Puritanism during 
the reigns of the Tudors gaye rise 
to freQuent attacks on the morals 
and ultimate credentials of the craft. 
The splendor of our Shakespearean 
drama seemed to sting to action all 
poetry's, lurking foes. Early Chris- 
tian fathers, who had in their days 
thundered a whole-hearted denuncia- 
tion of the contemporary Roman, 
were quoted. In fact, all literature 
from song to tale was condemned by 
literary Nihilists as the work of 
“abbey-lubbers”; and, indeed, there 
“Was little or no truly great poetry

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Sure) to stand as indisputable an- 
swer to her assailants. Poetry, more- 
over, was closely associated with the 
supposed evils of contemporary Ital- 
ian influence.

cles of activity. William Webbe in 
his “Discourse” recalled how the 
Greeks thought it “so heauenly and 
joyous a thing, that, thinking such 
men to be inspyrde with some diuine 
instinct from heauen, they called 
them Vates,” or Prophets. William 
Vatghan in his “Goldén Grove” 
pointed to Moses and Deborah as the 
first poets. Thomas Lodge, the pam- 
phieteer and novelist of Rosalind, in 
his “Defence. of Poetry,” affirms it to 
be “a heavenly gift, a perfect gift.” 
“Poets,” he says, “were the first rais- 
ers of cities, préscribers of good 
laws, maintainers of religion, dis- 
turbers of the. wicked, and lastly the 
very footpaths to knowledge and un- 
derstanding.” ‘

Similarly, George Puttenham, with 
a touch, perhaps of almost pardon- 
able snobbery, points out how “in all 
former ages and in the most civill 


countreys and commons wealthes, 
good Poets and Poesie were highly 
esteemed and much favored of the 
greatest Princes—in what price the 
noble poems of Homer were holden 
with Alexander the Great, in so much 
as euery night they were layd rnder 
his pillow, and by day were carried 
in the rich iewell cofer of Darius.”

Sidney starts his treatise with an 
embassy, in the company of “the 
yertuous Edward Wotton,” at the 
Emperor's court, where they took 
riding lessons from a certain Sr. 
John Pietro Pugliano, who not only 
demonstrated, but held forth in 
honor of, his craft, and especially 
in honor of the horse, so that, says 
Sidney naively, “if I had not beene 
a peece of a Logician before I came 
to him, I *hink he would have per- 
swaded mee to have wished my 
selfe a horse.”

Painting Furniture 


T THIS season the home-maker 
casts an eye around and has 
a feeling that she wants fo 


make the inside of her home offer 
better competition in attractiveness 
wee the world outside.in its bright 
gar > 
This especially applies when the 
summer cottage is taken into con- 
sideration; the furnishings which 
looked well last autumn now appear 
hopelessly passé and shabby. 
Because the vogue for painted fur- 
niture makes many gay effects prac- 
ticable no one with a little leisure 
to wield a brush need despair of 
accomplishing attractive transfor- 
mations. ; 
In many an attic there is stored 
away, scarred and hideous pieces of 
yellow oak furniture, which, despite 
external defacements, are built on. 
simple, good lines and whose orna- 
mentation can be removed. This 
done there remains a basis for ar- 
tistic remodeling. 


So general, moreover, has become|. 


the fad for making one’s furniture 
carry out some particular color 
scheme—and doing it at home—that 
manufacturers are offering plenty of 
excellent designs in plain unpainted 
wood. which are easier than old 
pieces to finish with varnish or paint. 

Very excellent results may be ob- 
tained by painting such. furniture, 
or, better still, by using enamel, even 
though the enterprising home-maker 
Ys a rank amateur in the art. This 
necessitates, however, the observ- 


When either the popular creamy 
‘shades are used, or when very 
bright colors are favored, undoubt- 
edly the best and most practical 
It is easily 
cleaned and the finish when the job 
is carefully done, should be most 
pleasing. — = 

New Unfinished Pieces 

When using enamel the surface of 
the furniture must be carefully 
rubbed down and every unevenness, 
even the smallest scratch, removed. 
Very fine sandpaper should be em- 
ployed to accomplish this purpose. 
No. .00 is generally recommended. 
The sandpaper should be used with 
the grain of the wood. 

If the new wood has knotholes, 
these should be rubbed as smooth as 
possible and coated with shellac. All 
holes need to be filled with putty 
and rubbed perfectly smooth. 

In the case of enamel paint, a soft 
brush is preferable, and when the 
color is drying, the brush may be put 
in a pail of water to keep it soft in 
the inferim before the next coat is 
applied. When the work is finished, 
wash the brush well with warm wWa- 
ter and yellow soap. 

If bright colors are used, generally 
two coats of enamel are required in 
painting new furniture. After the 
sandpapering is done, first apply a 


coat of flat white paint over the un- 


tyme Rye ong < fs coat should 
be diluted with 10.per cent turpen- 
tine so that it will penetrate the sur- 
face of the wood itself. 

After the first coat of enamel {s 
put on, it should dry well, probably 


must again bé@ attacked with the 
sandpaper in order to remove every 
uneven bit of brushwork. 


} 


“fore the last one is given, select a 


three coats of enamel are necessary. 
Here the brushwork should pro- 
ceed quickly and the brush should 
be: drawn without stopping the en- 
tire length of the surface, from 
edge to edge. Fill in the spots that 
have been missed and be careful to 
take up all of the loose drips which 
may have fallen from the brush. 
On. vertical surfaces,; Work fast 
and brush upward to counteract any 
tendency to make the paint seg. Be 
careful not to let the paint lie 
thicker in one part than another. If 
the paint seems too thick to flow, 
dilute it with a little turpentine. 
It will save time to paint several 
articles at once, letting them dry 
perfectly between each codat. 
Rejuvenating Old Furniture

Where there is lack of old furni- 
ture in the home, many an odd and 
interesting piece which will furnish 
excellent material for painting can 
be bought at the secondhand store. 

First apply a coat of fat white 
paint and again rub down when dry 
till the surface is as smitoth as pos- 
sible. Then add a coat of half-flat 
white and half-enamel.

Care 
must always be taken to rub down 
each coat where any roughness ap- 
pears. Then it is time to apply the 
last coat of enamel.

Too many steers 
scaling 1250 pounds upward were 
offered, 

Hogs and lanibs suffered rather 
sharp downturns, lambs losing 25 to 
50 cents, and all classes of hogs 50 to 
¢® cents according to Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

The scramble for yearling steers 
was participated in by all interests. 
Mixed steers and heifers scaling 920 
pounds sold upward to $10.65, a price 
also commanded by 725-pound year- 
ling steers. Load after load of year- 
lings, usually mixed as to sex sold at 
$10 to $10.50, heifers scaling 729 pounds 
being choice but not strictly so. 

Light Helfers Wanted 


A raft of little cattle sold at $9.50 to 
$8.75, and there were too few light 
heifers of value to sell at $8 to $9 to 
go around, weight rather than quality 
and killing condition, determining the 
price basis on light heifers. 

The practical top on strictly choice 
heavy steers was $10.50, although one 
load of 1522-pound averages made 
$10.60 early in the week. But daily, 
after creaming a crop, a discrinmat- 
ing set of Eastern shippers ignored 
in-between heavies, and there were 
many toads in the week's 45,000 head 
of cattle that were good to choice, and 
had to sell at $9.75 to $10.25.

LONDON--The general strike in 
England coticlusively showed the 
need for a close re-exaniination of 
the Trades Dispute Act of 1906, under 
which the British unions have been

The debate itself only resulted in a resolution 
unanimously confirming the existing practice 
that, before any treaties or agreements of an eco- 
nomic or military character could be accepted 
by the Canadian Government, the approval of

the Canadian Parliament must first -be secured. . 


But in the course of it the deeper problems of 
interimperial diplomacy were fully discussed. 

Before the Great War the diplomacy of the 
British Empire rested entirely in the hands of 
Great Britain. Canada, Australia, and the other 
dominions were preoccupied with the problems 
of their 6wn internal development and were 
content to leave international problems to be 
dealt with by the experienced statesmen of 
Britain and to fall into line with their decisions. 
Because they were members of a single interna- 
tional entity when Great Britain was at war 
they were at war also. But their experience in 
the World War changed these ideas. The ‘lo- 
minions entered the conflict in August, 1914, 
because Great Britain entered it, but they came 
out of it as equal partners in an Empire which 
had been officially renamed a Commonwealth 
of Nations. ; 

During the war the national sense of the do- 
minions grew apace. They raised great armies, 
incurred heavy debts, more tremendous losses, 
They naturally and inevitably claimed to share 
in the deliberations which decided the policy 
which their armies and resources were used to 
support both in the conduct of the war itself 
and in the making of the peace. The Imperial 
War Cabinet of the Prime Ministers of the Em- 
pire assembled for the first time in 1917. It met 
again in 1918. And it attended the Peace Con- 
ference in Paris in 1919 as the plenipotentiary 
power of the nations of the British Empire. 

The outcome of this experience was that the 
old basis of British imperial diplomacy was 
completely altered. It was agreed that in future 
the fundamental policy of the Empire in ex- 
ternal affairs must be an agreed policy, that 
each self-governing nation within it had an 
equal voice in determining that policy, but that 
the final decision as to action must rest with the 
parliament of each unit within the Commuvn- 
wealth. This, of course, was a difficult system 


to work because it presupposed that six nations ) 


scattered all over the globe could agree about 
such contentious matters as foreign policy, and 
act simultaneously together. The system, how- 
ever, worked well enough for a time. It was a 
complete success at the Washington naval dis- 
armament conference. But it became more and 
more difficult to manage, both in the negotia- 
ations with the Turks and over reparations, as 
the active interest of the dominions in interna- 
tional affairs diminished. 

At Locarno the system was abandoned alto- 
gether. Article 9 of that treaty provided that 
it should impose no obligation on any one of 
the dominions unless it signified its acceptance 
thereof. The difficulties of collective negoti- 
ation between such scattered governments had 
proved insuperable, and Great Britain had de- 
cided that the only course was for it to go ahead 
with its peacemaking in Europe as best it could. 
But the Treaty of Locarno imposes upon Great 
Britain the obligation to go to war in certain 
eventualities in defense of the Rhineland fron- 
tiers. If it is ever called upon to fulfill this 
obligation, what will be the position of the do- 
minions? They will certainly not be legally 
bound to co-operate actively in the war in any 
way except as their own parliaments may: de- 
termine. But if Great Britain is at war the 
whole Commonwealth, under international law, 
is also at war. Thus Canada may still be placed 
in a state of formal belligerency by an act of a 
British government, from the far-reaching con- 
sequences of which she could only escape by a 
formal secession from the Empire. ny, 

It is this dilemma, the difficulty of reconciling 
national self-government with membership in 
an international commonwealth, and of finding 
the means of arriving at an agreed external 
policy between the scattered peoples’ of the 
Empire, which lay behind the Canadian: debate 
and which will be raised in some form or other 
next October at the Rmperial Conference. There 
is no likelihood of any dramatic decisions being 
taken. Though there has been mueh contro- 
versy of late on the subject, there seems to be 
little doubt that, while national sentiment 1# 
everywhere very strong within the Common- 
M hpyaser Eg regen in favor of maintainit 

unity is as strong as, if not stronger 
than, it has ever been. One of the most intere

When it is remem- 
bered that an average of not to exceed 50 per 
cent of. the men' and women who are entitled 
to the franchise exercise their right at the 
polls at general elections, and that an even 
smaller proportion participate in the primaries, 
it is discovered that if the decision is rendered 


| by a bare majority of those voting, the result is 


far from representative of what may be re- 
garded as popular sentiment. It has been in- 
sisted by those who have undertaken to defend 
the primary election system against the attacks 
of its outspoken critics-that the primary, in the 
last analysis, is as representative of the popular 
will as the general election. Allowing for the 
usual discrepancy in the total primary vote in 
comparison with the usual larger total cast in 
the deciding election, it might be agreed that 
this is true were it not that, in actual practice, 
the rank and file of the voters really have no 
greater voice in primarily selecting their can- 
didates in the primary than they had, under the 
former convention or caucus system. The critics 
of the primary, pointing to the results achieved, 
insist that the standing and quality of those of- 
fering themselves for nomination are, on the 
average, far below those of candidates named by 
conventions, sometimes at the dictation of ma- 
chine politicians. f 

Indeed it has often seemed that the ambitious 
Office-seeker, perhaps the spokesman for or 
champion of some faction or bloc comprising 
possibly only an insignificant minority of the 
voters of a state or district, presses his claims for 
preferment with the assurance that barely one- 
half of those whose interests are at stake will 
avail themselves of the opportunity to express 
their preferences at the polls. Another, equally 
ambitious, may be able, if so disposed, to corrupt 
a small minority of the electorate and thereby 
turn the tide in his own favor. The remedy for 
all this immediately suggests itself. If all those 
qualified to vote were to exercise their right the 
corruption of the ballot would be absolutely im- 
possible. It would likewise be impossible to bring 
about the nomination of any candidate objec- 
tionable to a majority of the people of a state or 
district. 

The answer to the persistent query pro- 


pounded in the title hereof is evident. If Amer- 


ican elections are not representative of the pop- 
ular will, it is because the popular will is not 
expressed, either in the primaries or when the 
deciding vote is cast. If undesirable persons 
have found it possible to attain positions of 


power and trust in national and state govern- 


ments, it is because the people themselves have 
slept under their rights. A minority-controlled 
primary offers no advantages over a boss-con- 
trolled convention or caucus. One system is as 
good or as bad as the other, unless those who 
desire to be well and honestly served see to it 
that the right servants are selected. 


Practical application of the processes pro- 
vided for the arbitration of commercial disputes 
without resort to the 
more expensive methods 
of the law courts, seems 
to have convinced Bos- 
ton business men that a 
really progressive step 
was taken when the 
Massachusetts Legisia- 
ture placed upon the 
plan its official sanction. The machinery neces- 
sary for the effective operation of the plan has 
been provided by the Boston Chanibet of Com- 
merce, and it is under the sponsorship of this 
organization that the work will be continued. 
Announcement is made that the first case to be 
heard and submitted has been decided and the 
award filed, as provided by law, in the office of 
the clerk of the Superior Civil Court, where it 
becomes of the same force and effect as a judg- 
ment of a court of record. oat ‘ 

The submission of controversies of this char- 
acter to arbitration is by no means unusual, of 
course. ‘it was not until the enactment of 
the law defining the official status of the awards 
and findings of arbitral boards authorized by it 
that they could be enforced as other decrees of 
the courts are enforced. Thus, it sometimes 
happened that the defeated party, aggrieved 
because of what he regarded as an unfair or 
unjust finding by the arbitrators to whom he 
had willingly submitted his cause, refused to 
abide by the decision, thus leaving matters in 
no better condition than before the hearings 
and conclusion. 
_ New York- State, as it will be remembered by 
those who have been interested in the progress 
made along .this line, has for several years 
made provision for this forni of arbitration and 
settlement. A federal law, drafted along the 
lines -followed by the New York statwte and 
sponsored by the Arbitration Society of America, 
became effective at the beginning of the present 
year. The Massachusetts law was passed also 
in 1925. A few other states have énacted simi- 
lar laws, and efforts are being made to ‘awaken

In looking for a particular town to study, if 
one can be discovered that has tried a certain 
experiment over a long term of years, that has 
found it successful and that shows no disposi- 
tion to change it, such a community is an excel- 
lent one to study. Norwood, a few miles from 
Boston, a residential town that also has a goodly 
mixture of high-grade manufacturing, offers 
just that kind of an example. It was the first 
town in New England to adopt “town manage- 
ment.” This plan has been in operation there 
for twelve years. That Norwood believes it has 
been successful is shown by the fact that not a 
voice is raised to suggest a change. Limitations 
of space prevent giving-here the details of Nor- 
wood'’s scheme of control, but a few illuminating 
results of its experiment will indicate how strik- 
ing its effects have been. 

Here is how they do some things in Norwood: 
The town decided to erect a municipal building 
as a memorial to the local veterans. A com- 
mission was named to study the question. This 
body visited Yale and Princeton Universities to 
examine architectural types. It did not spend 
a cent of the town’s appropriation on these 
trips. The members paid all the expenses out 
of their own pockets! Recommendations of a 
noted architect were followed, and a building 
in Gothic style with a memorial tower and an 
auditorium for public use was decided on, to 
cost from $275,000 to $300,000. The final rec- 
ommendations of the commission were laid
